speed. A weight should be4 fastened 
to one of the fans to balance rhe 
weight to some extt-iit of the plunger 
of the pump: how heavy it should be 
can best be determined by trial. Mine 
is about 1 pound: the well being; about 
2U fe«n deep does not take much power 
to lift the water. 


The wheel has eight fans. Many 


make them with but four, but eight 
are better, as it runs steadier in any 
wind whether heavy or light. The box 
is made just large enough for the 
wheel to turn nicely. If made too 
large, it does not work so well. 
Set 


four 2x4 pine scantlings 'in the ground 
to nail the boards to with one on each 
side of the wheel on top for the axle to 
rest on. The box for the axle to turn 
In i<5 cut into the 2x4, another piece 
is held in place over the journal by 
wood screws to hold it down. This 
has run since '94 and has worn but lit- 
tle in that time. The wheel is never 
kept from running whether coupled to 
the pump or not^ as to lock it when 
not wanted for raising would be more 
apt to break the wheel than to let it 
run.—J. L. Brown, Xeb. 


Liquid Manuie.. 


Perhaps the best method to liquefy 


the solid manures and preserve the 
liquid would be to construct a sparred 
floor in the rear of the cows, the open- 
iusc in the floor being large enough to 
admit the solid drippings. No beading 
should be used, or at most nothing but 
a little sawdust. 
A large cistern or 


tank should be constructed outside of 
the building, the whole mass of ma- 
nure scraped or shoveled into it, and 
then the gutters -under the sparred 
floor should be rinsed out with water 
and swept -with a broom. After this 
is done, the sparred false floor is put 
back in place. In order to make the 
solid manure sufficiently 
liquid to 


pump out and distribute it. it will be 
necessary to add considerable water to 
the mass, and to have some means of 
stirring it tip thoroughly before and at 
the time that it is pumped into the 
distributing tank 


Hon. John Joseph Mechi. of Kelve- 


clon, Essex, England, had a wooden 
sparred floor over an area of 900 square 
feet, and in this stall he turned in a lot 
of steers aud fed them from troughs 
placed on the border of the stable. 
This manure wa« liquefied by adding 
water: just how much we caunot say 
was forced into distributing pipes in 
several fields, aud all of the manure 
was distributed through these tanks 
and the field hydrants. So far as we 
can learn, this method was extremely 
expensive, aud as far as we know, 
every effort made in the United States 
to liquefy solid manure and distribute 
It as proposed has been abandoned af- 
ter a few years of trial. Therefore the 
concensus of opinion would be that it 
is not profitable to liquefy solid ma- 
nures. 


It would be far more economical to 


distribute by carts than bv a perman- 
ent underground system of pipes. The 
power necessnry to force this material 
through the pipes with sufficient force 
to spray the fields and the danger from 
clogging makes the pipe system im- 
practicable. 


Liquid manures are best applied in 


the spring and after each mowing. It 
would not be economy to apply them 
in the fall or winter. 


It is impossible to state even approxi- 


mately the cost of collecting this ma- 
terial In a cistern and then distributing 
it In means ot a spriukling tart.— 
Country Gentleman.

HINTS ON RUNNING- 


Alvln Kraenzlein Tells How to Be- 


come a Record Breaker. 


Alvin C. Kraeuzlein, who made a 


new world's record in the running 
broad' jump, has this to say regarding 
his wonderful powers as an athlete:— 


"From the time when I was a very 


small youngster I was very fond o£ 
athletic sports of all kinds, but at that 
time there were plentj of boys that 
could beat me in short and long dis- 
tance running. 1 determined to make 
a study of running, and become the 
fastest runner in the school. In the 
first place I read a number of hints 
given by trainers, and the~se I adopted 
as much as'was possible. To "'begin 
with I was always careful to take care 
of myself, and I never ruined my lyngs 
with rotfaeeo or my stomach with -cof- 
fee every morning.' 


"My training at this time was very 


simple, "but 1 thifik very effective. 
Each morning ami riight I used to go 
through the feetting up exercises that 
are used at West Point, which almost 
every one knows and which so 'very 
few practice. Personally I 
believe 


these exercises to be the best kind of a 
home gj umasium it Is possible to have, 
aud some' of mj records, per/haps, may 
be directly attributed'to them. Grad- 
ually I kept on running and practising, 
until I wsvs acknowledged the fastest 
runner In" tho sehpol. and I am sure 
that I felt more proud oY this distinc- 
tion than I have over any of my later 
records. 


•'If you are going to quote me as to 


my methods, I won't kiiow where to 
begin, but first of all I would advise 
any young boy to get his body and 
mfnfl so that they Avill work together at 
all times. By this 1 me'an that the true, 
runner or jumper depends upon his 
head quite as much as his legs, for the 
fastest runner when rattled is beaten 
before the race begins. Another thing, 
you want to cultivate confidence in 
your abilities. Go Into the race with 
the idea of winning, and If you lose, 
have it because the other man could 
run faster and, what Is more, admit it. 


''This same admission may be up to 


him in the future, and you will enjoy 
your victory more because you had to 
work aud wait for it. Begin your 
pract'siug by light running, allowing 
plenty of development for your lungs. 
Don't strain yourself at tht- start, but 
try to build up a physique f nd acquire 
a method of running that can be re- 
lied upon when you are In a race. 
Keep your stomach in good order. 
More races arc lost from a bad stom- 
ach than poor legs. Add to this good 
American sancl and taithful and con- 
scientious practice and you may find 
yourself a world's champion some 
dav."

The Writing Te»t# Are Very Simply 


Pfrforaied. 


The easit-st tuck at tut- woult-rful 


"slate writing tt-t-is" is. uout- wry 
simply. Alu-r Innl- sides of ilif slate 
have bfcii vh-ancd, lti«* false flap is 
droplH^l on to the table, tin- »idi- which 
is thi-ii ui»|wrmost Iw-ins cov«*r«-d with 
oloth sJmilar to tie table top, whew 
it will remain unuoiKttl. or ihe flap 
is allowed to fall into a «-c..Lul slate 
with whu-h the tim Is cu\en-d. In the 
latter fast- no cloth Is jiasU-d ou the 
riap. Soiiirtlinen ibe flap is foveml 
with a piece of evwKjmiMT ami is al- 
lowed to drop into a newspaper lying 
on Ihe table. ih«-u »he newspaper fon- 
laiuiug ihe flap is caivlrssly rrinoved, 
thus doing awj»y with any tract of 
tricker\.

Another scheme *.s to have the writ- 


ing put ou an o.-'diuary shite, then 
covered with thin silk of the same 
color. It is fastened at the corner 
with wax. A thiL string is secured 
uuder it and fastened to the opposite 
wrist of the ."medium." He extends 
his arm, the string draws the covering 
into his sleeve and the shite is passed 
around for inspection. 


Still another method is to obtain a 


piece of cloth painted with a kind of 
paint known as liquid slating, which, 
when dry and hard, is for all the world 
like the real article. This cloth is 
twice tlie length ot the slate and just

the exact \\idth. TLe two ends of the 
cloth are united with cement, so as 
to make an endless piece or loop. 
There is a small rod or roller in both 
tlie top aud bottom pieces of the frame, 
the ends being made hollow to receive 
them. Over these rollers runs the 
cloth, stretched iirmly and tightly. 
Just where the cloth is joined or ce- 
mented is a little black button or stud 
of hard rubber or leather. This al- 
lows the cloth to be pushed up and 
down, bringing the back to the front; 
and by doing so quickly the writing 
which is written on the cloth at the 
rear of the frame is made to come to 
the front In plain view. 


City vs. Country Boys. 


The city-bred boy, and we are refer- 


ring to the great majority, goes to 
regular labor at so early an age that 
the laws of nearly every State con- 
tain restrictions upon his employment 
until he has attained a certain age. 
l"et no one belleAes, who has taken the 
trouble to investigate, that these laws 
are strictly observed. Let any one 
stand in the vicinity of large shops 
and factories just before business com- 
mences, or at the close of Working 
hours, and see the large numbers of 
very young boys, and girls too, sup- 
posed to be over 14 years of age but 
who are evidently one or two years 
younger, who work six days in the 
week, and from eight to ten hours a 
day. and he will begin to understand 
vvliat the average boy in the city has 
to go through before his attendance 
at school should have ceased. 


Very few city boys remain at school 


longer than necessary, to pass through 
the tirst eight grades of the common 
school, and may never reach that point 
before they are compelled to leave and 
besin their life's labor. In this place 
they pay more attention than usual to 
the education of the young, with fac- 
tory inspection to prevent the employ- 
ment of boys and girls under 14 years 
of age, and a compulsory school law, 
yet not two-birds of the pupils ever 
reach the eighth grade of the common 
schools, and less than 10 per cent of 
those who attend the common schoo's 
e\er enter the high schools of the city. 


The .struggle for existence begins four 


or t'vt- jfiirs earlier iu tho city than 
in the country. The average country 
boy atteuds school longer, has more 
leisure time. Ihes better, and has to 
consider much less the question of ex7- 
istence thnn tho great mass of city 
boys We know this to b<i the case 
from actual observation. Then the 
country boy, when he goes to work, 
is not driven as the average boy in 
the shop or factory is. As for the 
strength ati'l powers of endurance of 
the two classes. It Is develcjwl much 
earlier in the city than in the country 
boy. 
The strong men of tie country 


are to be found in the grenj machine 
shops, foundries, blacksml [h shops, 
etc., as the result of continuous and 
extraordinary physical oxettlon. The 
farmer has less. muscVe, but better 
health and a stronger constitution. 


Tho boy on the farm, and the man, 


too, have more liberty, lew worry, 
sounder health, and their labor is less 
oxaetlnir than if they wore living In 
the citv. The boy who l«iv«. the farm 
to have an easier time will sifrely meet 
with disappointment. It is true the 
city offers arroiitcr opportunities to the 
ambitious and enterprising than the 
country, but the price for them Is 
health, pence nnd mind, and length of 
years is a high oue and is sure to be 
exacted.—St. Louis Republic.

Pacinc coabt during their tenus of of- 
fice, and the people of the West are 
most desirous that President 
Mc- 


Kinley make the third to cross the 
Rocky Mountains. President Hayes 
was the first of the Chief Executives 
to visit the western portion of the 
United States, and President Harrison 
was the second. The latter's trip 
through the South to the Paciflc coast 
was made near the end of his term, 
and was a memorable one. Before the 
time of President Grant, it was prac- 
tically impossible for a President to 
cross the Rockies, but since then rail- 
road travel has been so wonderfully 
improved that the journey is a mere 
outing. 


The reports from Chicago tliat Sen- 


ator Cullom may have an opponent for 
re-election in the person of John W. 
Gates are creating: much interest in 
Washington, although it Is thought 
that Senator CtiHom has a point in his 
favor by residing outside the city of 
Chicago, while Mr. Gates is a citizen 
of that place. Senator Mason also 
lives in Chicago, and the politicians in 
Washington say that the State of 
Illinois will not take both Senators 
from the Windy City. Mr. Gates is 
quite well known in Washington, as 
he is throughout the East from his 
position as president of the American 
Steel and Wire Company.

A RADICAL RULING. 


Supreme Court of Kr-rth Carolina Maket 
Ifei. a Rigid DecUlou on Negligence. , 


A pretty radical decision in the law 


of negligence has been made by the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina in a 
case w here a brakeman employed upon 
the Southern Railway was injured 
while attempting to couple cars upon 
which there were skeleton drawheads 
of unequal height instead of automatic 
couplers. The court holds, "that tlie 
failure of a railroad company to equip 
its freight cars wiih modern self-coup- 
ling devices is negligence per se" and 
rendered the corporation liable to an 
employe injured while coupling cars 
by hand, whether the employe was 
negligent in the manner in making the 
coupling or not. Mr. Justice Clark 
says that the subject is one of trans- 
ccndant importance, and quotes from 
the report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission statistics which show that 
ia the year ending June 30, 1897, 214 
persons, were killed and 6,283 wounded 
in coupling or uncoupling cars on rail- 
roads engaged in interstate commerce 
in this country. 


In asserting the legal obligations of 


railroad Companies to employ auto- 
matic couplers on their freight cars 
aid passenger cars alike, the Supreme 
ourt of Xorth Carolina refers to the 


argument of counsel that a noble Emj- 
ish lord, who was a railroad manager, 
lad changed his party because the one 
o which he belonged favored legisla- 
tion to compel tho adoption of the au- 
tomatic system of coupling cars on rail- 
ways in England. "This simply shows, 
says the Court, "that one such man- 
ager, at least, possesses a lordly dis- 
regard for the thousands of deaths and 
injuries of employes yearly caused by 
the lack of safetj appliances; and it 
may be there are others who entertain 
sentiments of higher allegiance to the 
net earnings of the syndicate that em- 
ploy them than to those great princi- 
ples u Inch e\ cry political party pro- 
..«sses to advocate- as being for 
the 


interests of the public. '

the interesting events that marked 
the day Alexander was married. On 
that day, authenticated accounts tell 
us, no less than 20,202 men and women 
were made husbands and wives. Alex- 
ander had conquered Darius of Persia, 
and he thought that this great achieve- 
ment was important enough to be sig- 
nalized in a conspicuous manner. Im- 
agine tiie pride of a conqueror who de- 
cides that it can be measured properly 
only by a wholesale giving and taking 
in marriage, the like of which the 
world has« never known. 


Alexander himself married Statira, 


the daughter of the conquered king, 
and dec-reed that one hundred of bis 
chief officers should be united to cue 
hundred ladies from the noblest Per- 
sian and Mcdean families. In addition 
to this lie stipulated that 10.000 of his 
Greek soldiers should marry 10,000 
Asiatic women. 


When everything was settled a vast 


pavilion was erected, the pillars of 
which were six feet high. One hun- 
dred gorgeous chambers adjoined this 
for the hundred noble bridegrooms, 
while for the 10,000 an outer court was 
enclosed, outside t>f which tables were 
spread for the m iltitudes. Each pair 
had seats, and ranged themselves in 
semi-circles arouijd the royal throne. 
Of course, the pnest coujd not marry 
this vast number of couples in the or- 
dinary way, so Alexander the Great 
devised a very srmple ceremony. He 
srave his hand t, • Statira and kissed 
her—an example that all the bride- 
grooms followed. 


This ended the ceremony. Then fol- 


lowed the fostiv.?,!, which lasted live 
days, the grandeur of which has never 
been equaled sino-e.

I say about the wine, sir, gives joii 
our rule, but it does sometimes happen 
that the chief justice will say to me, 
when the cloth is removed: "Brother 
Story, step to the window and see if 
it doos not look like rain.'

"Forty yeare or more ago." said a 


business man from a central Ohio 
town, "I was a sprightly young adven- 
turer of 25 years on my way from the 
State of New York to that point m 
the midst of the Buckeyes where 1 
finally slopped and made a pretty fair 
success of myself. 
I was poor and 


was working my way along from place 
to place, without any particular ob- 
ject in view except the remote one of 
reaching the Western Reserve, where I 
had friends, unless something better 
turned up on the way.

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Famous Poison Case. 


The first poison case in which strych- 


nine, a poison of this century, was used 
was that of Wainright, whose deeds 
Dickens has related and who effected 
the murder of Miss Abercrombie in 
1830. The second strychnine case wag 
that of William Palmer, who murdered 
young Cook in 1856. This trial is re- 
garded as the most famous poisoning 
case of the century. At the trial the 
theory was promulgated that strych- 
nine could not be detected in the body 
of a victim after death by any known 
test. It afterward turned out that, re- 
lying on an alleged statement to that 
effect, made at Palmer's trial by Dr. 
Taylor, the eminent authority on poi- 
sons, William Dore, who became the 
defendant in another celebrated trial, 
was led to poison his wife with strych- 
nine. At the present day. however, it 
is certainly not true that there is no 
infallible test for strychnine, for if, by 
the "color test." so-called, a certain 
succession of colors is produced, the 
presence of strychnia is said to be de- 
termined beyond a doubt. Yet strych- 
nia in a fatal quantity can be so mi- 
nutely distributed in the system that 
the failure of this test to produce the 
proper color is no sign that the poison 
is not present. 


In the Palmer case, however, the 


prosecution were obliged to rely for 
proof that Cook had been poisoned al- 
most entirely on the observed symp- 
toms of the 
illnese, 
for, whether 


through carelessness or through the 
imperfection of the appliances used, the 
body furnished no certain evidence of 
the presence of strychnia. The story 
of the case was as follows: John Par- 
sons Cook,' on coming into his fortune 
of £12,000, abandoned hfs profession of 
law and took to the lurf. Here his in- 
timacy with Palmer began. 
At this 


time the latter, a surgeon by profession 
but now occupied with breeding and 
training race horses, was in severe pe- 
cuniary straits. His wife's fortune be- 
ing only for her life, he had insured 
her life for £13,000. at a premium ex- 
ceedingly his 
yearly 
income, and, 


strangely enough, within nine months 
of this time the wife had died. Three 
months afterward he tried to effect an 
insurance on the life of his brother 
Walter, a confirmed drunkard, for the 
enormous sum of £80,000, but the in- 
surance officers were suspicious and re- 
jected his application. 


The insurance money from his wifo 


did not keep him long afloat. In 185i 
he had discounted bills to the amount 
of nearly £12,000. to every one of 
which he had forged the acceptance of 
his mother, and these bills were all due 
or maturing in November, 1855. the 
month of the murder. On November 13, 
Cook's horse Polostar 
won at the 


Shrewsbury races, and £1,700 fell to 
Cook, in cash or bets, payable in seven 
ilays.' On Wednesday, the 21st, Cook 
lay dead, his pocketbook v;as empty, 
and his betting book wae not to be 
found. Beginning with November 14, 
Cook had shown symptoms of illness, 
and toward Monday night, the 19th, 
was seized with convulsions, accom- 
panied by stiffness of muscles and in- 
tense agony, recurring at times until 
hia death on Wednesday. His body At 
death was so bowed that when placed 
on the back it rested on thn head and 
feet. Tills was the characteristic and 
terrible symptom of strychnine poison. 
Though 
other 
physicians attended 


Palmer, intimate as he was with Cook 
was constantly at hand and adminis- 
tered to him, among other things, 
coffee, broth and pills. After his tak- 
ing each of these an attack of vomiting 
ensued. It was proved that on Monday 
nnd Tuesday, 
the 
days 
preceding 


Cook's death, Palm-sr had made two 
purchases of strychnia pills; he had 
t?lv<m no reason at the time, nor was 
lie able to account for tho pills.

Plants Tinted By Bacteria. 


Sittings of the Paris Academy of 


Sciences are not often interesting. A 
recent one was an exception, although 
the topic was a discovery made by M. 
Matrouchot about such insignificant 
creatures as bacteria. But it appears 
that 
little beings do many things 


besides the dissemination of maladies. 
Thej produce coloring stuffs, for in- 
stance. and this is hov that talent has 
been discovered. A few years ago 
flowers of paradoxical colors appeared 
in windows and at button holes — green 
carnations, blue rcses and other hor- 
ticultural monsters. This was the re- 
sult of either plunging the leaves into 
a chemical dye or else placing the stalk 
in a solution of auilme salts of the 
hue desired, whereupon the liquid as- 
cended in virtue of capillary attrac- 
tion. In all this there was nothing 
esilieth-, but useful results may be ob- 
tained for the anatomy and physiology 
ot phmts. For in tbe world of bacteria 
and bacilli thf-re are organisms which 
possess the propprry of secreting color- 
ing stuffs. They called chromogenous 
bacteria. Now M. Matruchot culti- 
vated one ol these together with a 
fibrous fungus, and found that the 
pigment or coloring stuff secreted by 
the bacteria impregnated and tinted 
the substance of the fungus without 
affecting its vital qualities. This nat- 
ural coloring process is only partial. 
It is imnriably restricted to certain re- 
gions of the protoplasm. Thanks to 
tliis d1sco\ery, it will now be possible 
to bring out clearly aud expose to view 
certain of the structure of the cell 
which were heretofore unknown. It is 
also 
confidentlj 
hoped that 
what 


has been done- for the simple cell may 
we sp.^dily rendered possible for com- 
plex orgauisrns. This is the conclusion 
drawu by M. Mntruchct from his dis- 
covery, aud ho intends to turn his ef- 
forts m that direction.

a considerable gain in freight-carrying 
capacity. 
For example, a vessel of 


from 7,000 to 8,000 tons register will 
b« able to carry 150 tons more cargo, 
or 300 tons out and back, enabling her 
to earn, say, another |1,500 for her 
owners. 


But it is a significant fact that within 


a short time after the abolition of the 
"Winter North Atlantic mark" nine 
steamers were reported missing on the 
• North Atlantic, representing in the ag- 
gregate 26,754 tons. 
The loss in value 


of ships and cargo amounts to $2,645,- 
000. 


This would seem to indicate that the 


Board of Trade made a big mistake 
when it undertook to interfere with 
the Plimsoll mark. 
Losses at sea are 


frequent enough when every care is 
taken. 
To remove any of the safe- 


guards which have been thrown around 
ocean travel is little less than crim- 
inal.
